Holy Baptism

tism so that the required instruction may be given to the parents 
and Godparents. In case of emergency, Baptisms may be per-

Confirmation 
Any person wishing to become a communicant of the 
Episcopal Church should notify the Rector so that he or she 


may be instructed and be presented to the Bishop to receive 
Confirmation, 


Holy Matrimony 


Persons wishing to be married in this Church should notify 
the Rector at least three weeks in advance of the date of the 
marriage so that the required preparation may be given.

In Case of Sickness 
“When any person is sick, notice shall be given to the 
Minister of the Parish.” (Prayer Book, page 308). The Rec- 
tor is always ready and willing to visit those who are sick or in 
any other need, and to administer Holy Communion to anyone 
who by reason of sickness or other infirmity is unable to come 


to Church. 


At the Time of a Death 


The Rector should be notified before a person dies if pos- 
sible, so that the person may receive Holy Communion and 
the other ministrations of the Church. No arrangements should 
be made for the funeral before consulting the Rector. The Rector 
may be called at any time and will be glad to assist in making 
any arrangements. 


Communicants in Good Standing 


“All such members in good standing who have been con- 
firmed by a Bishop of this Church or a Bishop of a Church in 
communion with this Church, or who have been received into 
this Church by a Bishop of this Church, and who shall unless 
for good cause prevented have received Holy Communion at 
least thrice during the next preceding year, are communicants 
in good standing.” (Canon 16, Section 3 ) 


Qualifications for Voting at Parish Meetings 


“The members of the corporation, who shall be qualified 
to vote at any election for Vestrymen and upon all questions 
which may come before any meeting of the corporation, shall 
be all lay persons of the age of twenty-one years and upwards 
who shall have been worshippers in the Church as their usual 
place of public worship for one year and upwards, and who 
shall appear by the books of the corporation to have contributed 


„towards the current expenses of the corporation, through the 


envelope system or otherwise, during each of two successive 
years immediately preceding such election or meeting not less 


than three dollars.” (Charter, Article VI)

A Brief History of Zion Parish 


In 1819 a meeting was called by the Episcopalians resi- 
dent in the district of Southwark, Philadelphia to consider the 
establishment of an Episcopal Church in the district. Beginning 
in July, 1819 services were held every Sunday evening by the 
Rev. William B. Richmond, who was employed by the Society 
for the Advancement of Christianity in Pennsylvania. 

The cornerstone of Trinity Church was laid by Bishop 
White on April 23, 1821. The Church, located at Third and 
Catherine Streets, was consecrated on January 17, 1822, having 


cost $8,065. The Rev. Manning B. Roche was called as the 


` first Rector of the Parish. 


Episcopal Services were held in a rented Church building 
in the western part of Kensington beginning on December 1, 


1842 by the Rev. Jacob M. Douglas. On January 27, 1849

a meeting of persons favorable to the establishment of an Epis- 
copal Church was held. A Vestry was organized and the Rev. 
Jacob M. Douglas was named the first Rector of Zion Church. 

The cornerstone of the Church, located at Eighth Street 
and Columbia Avenue, was laid by the Rt. Rev. Alonzo Potter 
on May 21, 1856. First services were held in the basemnt of 
the new Church on May 10, 1857. 

The last services were held in Trinity Church, Third and 
Catherine Streets on July 14, 1907. Services were begun in 
a rented Church building at Sixteenth and Cayuga Streets. In 
1912 Bishop Rhinelander granted permission for Trinity Church 
to establish a Parish Sunday School and Chapel in a building 
at 4825 Camac Street, formerly used by the Roman Catholic 
Church of the Holy Child. 

The present Parish House and Rectory building and the 
land on which the Church is located were purchased in 1913 
for the sum of $40,000. Renovations were made and services 
commenced in the new building, supplanting both the Church 
at Sixteenth and Cayuga Streets and the Chapel on Camac St. 

The Rev. Charles H. Long was appointed by Bishop 
Rhinelander in October 1918 to take charge of Trinity Church 
and complete the merger with Zion Church. On November 3, 
1919 Trinity Church, Southwark and Zion Church merged 
into one Church Corporation, and became known as Zion 
Church, Philadelphia with services held at Broad Street and 
Wyoming Avenue. 

The cornerstone of the present Church buildnig was laid 
in 1921. First services were held in the new Church on July 
25, 1922. The building was consecrated by Bishop Garland 
on Christmas morning, December 25, 1924. The Rev. Charles 
H. Long was called to be the Rector of the merged Church on 
April 25, 1922.

The Rector should 
be notified at least three weeks in advance of the date of a 
Baptism so that the required instruction may be given to the 
parents and Godparents. In case of emergency, Baptisms may 
be performed at any time or place. 


Confirmation 
Any person wishing to become a communicant of the 
Episcopal Church should notify the Rector so that he or she 
may be instructed and be presented to the Bishop to receive 
Confirmation. 


Holy Matrimony 
Persons wishing to be married in this Church should notify 
the Rector at least three weeks in advance of the date of the 
marriage so that the required preparation may be given. 


In Case of Sickness 
When any person is sick, notice shall be given to the 
Rector or Priest-in-Charge.

Communicants in Good Standing 

“All such members in good standing who have been con- 
firmed by a Bishop of this Church, or a Bishop of a Church in 
communion with this Church, or who have been received into 
this Church by a Bishop of this Church, and who shall, unless 
for good cause prevented, have received Holy Communion at 
least THRICE during the next preceding year are communi- 
cants in good standing” (Canon 16, Section 3). 


Qualifications for Voting at Parish Meetings 

“The members of the corporation, who shall be qualified 
to vote at any election for Vestrymen and upon all questions 
which may come before any meeting of the corporation, shall 
be all lay persons of the age of twenty-one and upwards who 
shall have been worshipers in the Church as their usual place of 
public worship for one year and upwards, and who shall appear 
by the books of the corporation to have contributed towards the 
current expenses of the corporation, through the envelope sys- 
tem or otherwise, during each of two successive years immedi- 
ately preceding such election or meeting, not less than three 


dollars.” (Charter, Article VI)

A BRIEF HISTORY OF ZION PARISH 

In 1819 a meeting was called by the Episcopalians resi- 
dent in the district of Southwark, Philadelphia, to consider the 
establishment of an Episcopal Church in the district. Beginning 
in July, 1819, services were held every Sunday evening by 
the Rev. William B. Richmond, who was employed by the 
Society for the Advancement of Christianity in Pennsylvania. 

The cornerstone of Trinity Church was laid by Bishop 
White on April 21, 1821. The Church, located at Third and 
Catherine Sts, was consecrated on January 17, 1822, having 
cost $8,065. The Rev. Manning B. Roche was called as the 
first Rector of the Parish. 

Episcopal services were held in a rented Church building 
in the western part of Kensington beginning on December 1, 
1848, by the Rev. Jacob M. Douglas. On January 27, 1849, 
a meeting of persons favorable to the establishment of an Episco- 
pal Church was held. A Vestry was organized, and the Rev. 
Jacob M. Douglas was named the first Rector of Zion Church. 

The cornerstone of the Church, located at Eighth Street 
and Columbia Avenue, was laid by the Rt. Rev, Alonzo Potter

of the new church on May 10, 1857. 

The last services were held in Trinity Church, Third and 
Catherine Streets on July 14, 1907. Services were begun in a 
rented church building at Sixteenth and Cayuga Streets. In 
1912, Bishop Rhinelander granted permission for Trinity 
Church to establish a Parish Sunday School and Chapel in a 
building at 4825 N. Camac Street, formerly used by the 
Roman Catholic Church of the Holy Child. 

The present Parish House and Rectory building and the 
land on which the Church is located were purchased in 1913 
for the sum of $40,000. Renovations were made and services 
commenced in the new building, supplanting both the Church 
at Sixteenth and Cayuga Streets and the Chapel on Camac Sti 

The Rev. Charles H. Long was appointed by Bishop 
Rhinelander in October 1918 to take charge of Trinity Church 
and complete the merger with Zion Church, On November 3, 
1919, Trinity Church, Southwark, and Zion Church merged 
into one Church Corporation, and became known as Zion 
Church, Philadelphia, with services held at Broad Street and 
Wyoming Avenue. 

The cornerstone of the present Church building was laid 
in 1921. First services were held in the new church on July 
25, 1922. The building was consecrated on Christmas morning, 
December 25, 1924. The Rev. Charles H. Long was called 
to be the Rector of the merged Church on April 25, 1922.
